09999IIIIIIIIIIIIIIG 
Magistrate Wade committed 
Milford Berwick Martin, man- 
aging. editor of the Edmonton 
Free Press, this afternoon, to 
stand his trial’for publishing a 
libellous article in the issue ot 
the Free Press dated Dec. 24th. 
The case against J. D. McMil- 
lan, the other defendant in the 
case, was dismissed as the mag- 
istrate was unable to determine 
a préma facie case against him, 
The magistrate held that the 
article contained a distinct im- 
putation against the character 
and means of livelihood of the 
plaintiff. Martin was admitted 
to bail on securing two sureties 
of $250 each. The extreme pen- 
alty attached to the infraction 3 
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of the law is 2 years’ imprison- 
ment or a fine of $200.

The preliminary hearing of the libel 
action brought by John Wentworth 
Woods, of Salt Lake City, against the 
Edmonton Free Prees, is attracting 
cons‘derable attention and seating 
yoom in Justice of the Peace Wade’s 
court today was at a premium. The 
case was opened at 2 o'clock yester- 


@ day afternoon, was continued all aft- 


ernoon and evening and was reopen- 
ed again this morning, all evidence 
and argument having been heard by 
the time the court adjourned, when 
the magiestrate announced that he 
would give his dec’sion at 2 o'clock. 
The Free Press, of course, reserved 
defence, merely undertaking to prove 
that no case had been made out. 
Seven witnesses were examined, the 
most important of whom, of course, 
was Woods himself, and according to 
his own story he was mything but 
the character that the Free Press 
men pictured him. Woods said that 
he was a famous man and a publish- 
er and that he had been for n'ne 
years, but of his former history he 
appeared to know very little. Mr, 
Woods complained of the article 
published in the Free Press on 
“Gratters” and “Snap Advertisng,” 


which appeared in the issue of Dec. | 


@3nd as one calculated to damage his 
business and reputation and primar- 
ily intended to apply to him. 

The court adjourned last night a’ 
ten o’clock and resumed again this 
morning with four more witnesses. 
The defence put no witnesses in the 
box and placed the onus of proving 
libel upon the prosecution. 

E. D. Grierson was the first witness 
sworn this morning.

Saskatoon, Sask., Jan. 8—One of the 
worst fires ever experienced in Saska- 
toon occurred this afternoon when 
tue entire plant of the Capital Pub- 
lishing company and Garner and 
Jameson's tailoring establishment 
were completely destroyed. The ad- 
joining building, known as the Da- 
kota restaurant, suffered a narrow es- 
cape being partially ruined and Mayo* 
Wilson's residence was also scorched. 
How the fire originated is unknown. 
It was discovered about 3.30 p.m. in 
the stock room of the newspaper of- 
fice on the second floor, where it had 
alrady gained some headway and it 
was too late to offer any active resist- 
ance to its progress. The volunteer 
brigade with the aid of the C. N. R. 
hydran4, did excellent service and 
saved the surrounding buildings. A 
strong wind blowing from the south 
fanned the flames and placed a num- 
ber of buildings’ in jeopardy. Insur- 
ance to the amount of about one-third 
of the damage was carried. 


Warns Reporters

Rainy River Country Projected

St. Paul, Minn., Jan, 8—Another 
line from the Twin Cities to Rainy 
River is announced by Thomas H. 
Shevlin, who for several years has 
been acquiring mill sites, water pow- 
ers and timber limits on both sides of 
the Northern Minnesota boundary. 
Near the mouth of the Beudette river 
he has already an immense saw mill 
employing 600 men. This is on the 
American side, while on the Canadian 
side he is operating a mill employing 

men, Within the paset sixty days 
the town site af the American mill 
has been joined to the town of Spoon- 
er and Mr. Shevlin has now perfected 
plans for connecting the enlarged 
town with the Twin Cities by building 
fifty five miles of railroad southward 
tw Keliher in Uasca county. At this 
point the new line wll connect with 
the Minnesota and International, 
which will deliver trains for the ‘twin 
Cities to the Northern Pacifie at 
Bemidji.

Native femerac Fer Leyé- 
minster Line 


The government telephone lines of 
the Province of Alberta will be con- 
structed of the best native tamarac 
poles. Native tamarac of Alberta ia 
reputed to be the best material for 
the purpose obtainable. The depart- 
ment of public works will use native 
tamarac as far as possible in the con- 
jwruction of the telephone lines under- 
taken by them. 

The contract for supplying the poles 
for the line from Edmonton to Lloyd- 
minster hag been awarded to Miller 
and Robertson, of Lloydtainster. 

The poles will be obtained princi- 
pally along the North Saskatchewan. 
It is probable that from a point a 
short distance below Fort Saskatche- 
wan and including all points up 
stream the poles will be hauled to 
the line. 

Below that point the poles will be 
floated down the Saskatchewan as 
far as Battleford, and thence shipped 
by rail to convenient points along the 
railway. 

The contract calls for 6,920 native 
tamarac poles, 6,880 of which are to 
be 25 feet long and not less than 6 
inches in diameter at the top, and 
not more than 7. The remainder, 
40, are to be 36 feet long and of simi- 
lar dimensions at the top end. The 
poles will be delivered in parcels of 
{rom 360 to 400 poles at various points 
along the C, N. R. The line will 
mainly follow the course of the rail- 
way.
